Dr.  Claude  T.  Bissell  has  been  appointed  President  of  the  University  from 
July  1 next,  Colonel  W.  E.  Phillips,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  has 
announced.  Now  President  of  Carleton  University  in  Ottawa,  Dr.  Bissell  was  Vice- 
President  here  from  1952  to  1956,  and  for  the  previous  four  years  had  been 
Assistant  to  President  Sidney  Smith.  He  was  also  Associate  Professor  of  English  and 
Dean  of  Men  in  University  College.  Dr.  Bissell  is  a graduate  in  Honours  English  and 
History  of  University  College,  and  of  Cornell  University,  where  he  obtained  his 
Ph.D.  degree.
